County jail population 
reaches all-time high 


The Alliance has just completed 
an analysis of the population of the 
Franklin County Jail System on 
November 17, 1991. On that date, 
the population of the jail system 
reached af all time high of 1,631 
inmates, 

Results of the analysis indicate 
that 1,010 inmates were charged 
with or convicted of a felony of- 
fense, 457 inmates were charged 
with ar convicted of a mis- 
demeanor offense, while 164 in- 
mates were held for other 
jurisdictions or unclassified viola- 
tions (ie, Federal Felony, Parole 
Violations, Contempt, etc..:) 

A total of 863 inmates had pend- 
ing felony charges, while 147 in- 
mates had been convicted of a 
felony offense. Of these convicted 
inmates, 53 were sentenced to a 
county jail facility, 69 were awaiting 
transfer to a state correctional 
facility, 21 were awaiting sentenc- 
ing pending a pre-sentence inves- 
tigation, and four had been placed

y { he state of the state is serious, but it could be 

worse a. 

So was the message that Governor George 
Voinovich left with the Ohio General Assembly in his 
annual "State of the State" address 

The state went through a serious budget crisis in 
1992 -- acommon problem among the states. However 
Ohio's crisis was substantially addressed through a 
bipartisan program of tax increases and program cuts 

"I'm not sure there's another state in our nation 
where the leadership forged the kind of bipartisan effort 
to navigate the choppy economic waters that we did 
last year,” the governor said 

The governor properly outlined a number of areas of 
concern for the state, both today and into the future 
The state's workers’ compensation program, he stated, 
is "the silent killer of jobs in Ohio," a system that, he 
believes, makes the state uncompetitive in relation to 
neighboring states 

Also of concern is the issue of schoo! funding. Itis 
clear that Ohio has a major problem with equity in 
education, and that problem could not exist at a worse 
time. The state's per capita income, which was once 
greater than the national average, has been lagging 
behind the national average for the past several years. 
The number of Ohioans with a college diploma, again 
once greater than the national average, also lags na- 
tionally today.

The governor has-placed his recommendations for 
reform into Senate Bill 1, which is expected to be the 
legislative vehicle for medicaid reform. The governor 
outlined a number of steps to address the problem, 
including tightening nursing home admission policies 
and a moratoriumon new nursing home beds 

In some areas, the governor's speech was long on 
direction, and shorter on specifics. We are hopeful that, + 
in the key areas of educational reform and job creation 
that he raised, he will work closely with the legislature 
to craft initiatives to dramatically improve the state's 
efforts and ensure that, as he promised, equity will be

ago -- for those-problems without giving them some 
time to resolve them 


By all accounts, the scene was 
powerful. 

Black Cleveland's past and its 
present converged at the swearing 
in ofthe Cleveland chapter of the 
NAAGP's new leadership, and both 
were touched. 

Michael White, the present, the 
mayor of Cleveland, and his rival 
and 1989 mayoral opponent

The rift between White and Forbes had been long 


and deep. It had begun in early 1989 when White © 


decided to run for mayor -- representing a direct chal- 
lenge to Forbes, who had decided to run when George 
Voinovich stepped down. And it had widened during 


a long, bitter campaign year, as mud was slung in 


buckets between the two campaigns 

But the public embrace of the two political titans has 
ended the four-year feud which, at times, seemed to 
divide Cleveland's Black political leadership 

The immediate political implications of such an 
embrace are obvious. If there was one nagging bump 
in Mike White's road to an easy mayoral re-election, it 
was the open, festering sore between these two power- 
ful leaders, It offered the opportunity for another split 
between Cleveland's Black leadership, and the pos- 
sibility of another candidate to divide the Black vote 
and allow a white challenger to come in 

But with Forbes’ statement that he -- and the 
NAACP -- “will be (White's) protector when he needs 
us," the last major barrier to the unification of the Black 
community has been lifted. 

But the long-term implications of the patching of the 
rift could mean that Michael White will be looking for 
a higher office. And that could happen as. soon as 
1994 

Up for election in 1994 will be the governor and a 
U.S. Senate seat. Only two Democratic candidates 
are clearly heading toward a race against incumbent 
Republican Governor George Voinovich -- State 
Treasurer Mary Ellen Withrow and State Senator 
Robert Burch of Dover. Neither of them are expected 
to have strong votegrabbing capabilities in north- 
eastern Ohio, where Democrats generally receive 
almost half their statewide support and where more 
than 40 percent of the state's Black population 
resides,

in the Senate race, where Howard Metzenbaum ts 
expected Io retire, the leading candidate is his son-ine 
law, Joel Hyatt of the national legal centers. 

In either race, a candidate like Mike White would be 
a formidable opponent, He is expected to raise more 
than $1 million in his bid for a second mayoral term, 
and with little opposition forming he would probably 
have a major war chest going into 1994. Mike White 
also has the type of visibility and name recognition 
which would help him in both the Black and white 
communities of northeastern Ohio. And, with the Black 
political community solidly behind him, he would clear- 
ly be a major force in any Democratic primary. 

Allan Seifullah, White's spokesperson, downplayed 
talk of a White gubernatorial candidacy. "I've always 
heard him say that the one place you can make the 
most difference is as a mayor," Seifullah said. "He 
thinks that the place he can have the most impact on 
Cleveland is not in Columbus but in Cleveland. He 
wants to be mayor, and intends to be mayor for several 
years to come, if that's the wishes of the people of 
Cleveland," 

But at the same time, Seifullah left the door open to 
a possible White candidacy for the U.S, Senate, 

"While | don’t believe the mayor has a great interest 
in that seat, he is watching to see who steps forward,” 
Seifullah said. . 

Political insiders have said that the apparent 
coronation of Hyatt could force additional candidates 
-- including White -- into the Senate race. 

“The thing that would prompt (White) to get into the 
race is if Hyatt’s the candidate," one source said. "He 
doesn't feel anyone has an.inhefent right to the seat,” 
reflecting the widespread concern that Metzenbaum 
would be engineering the selection of his son-in-law to 
replace him. 

One thing is clear: Mike White would be a for- 
midable candidate. Whether he goes in 1994 or not, 
he is expected to be a major player in Democratic 
Party circles for years to come. 


Who Clinton owes 
for the White House 


President Bill Clinton is busy breaking most of his 
campaign pledges. He is rejecting his promise of a 
middle-class tax cut, hedging on his promise to 
reduce the White House staff, postponing action on 
the gay ban to military service and adopting George 
Bush's anti-Haitian immigration 
ruling. 

Of course, he does not have to 
break his promise to Black people 
because he made none, Other 
than the wealthy Blacks in his 
cabinet and well-educated Black 
appointees, the total Black com- 
munity is not in line for any | 
specific benefits. In a way, Slick | 
Willie has a slicker approach to 
ignoring Blacks than did George | 
Bush. 

| wrote in The Wall Street 
Journal in August 1991 that cultural diversity is the 
foundation of our economic competitiveness and 
warned the Republican Party that the intentional ex- 
clusion of Blacks as a result of so-called “Southern 
Strategy" to win the white votes was an economic 
hazard and an ill-political omen. “White suburbanites 
could defect from the Republican fold if the party 
becomes stigmatized as racist," | predicted. 

After the 1992 Republican national convention in 
Houston, the party of emancipation was openly 
“divisive,” mean-spirited” and “intolerant,” as well as 
“racist,” and many suburbanites, working woman, 
gays. pro-choice advocates, Jews, evén some 
moderate WASP Republicans came to fee! as unwel- 
come as most Blacks, Recently, pollsters told the 
nation’s GOP governors that voters have added “nar- 
row-minded”™ and “restrictive” to the image of 
Republicans. 

But politically, exclusion is costly. One opinion poll 
prior to the election showed Clinton and Bush in a 
statistical tie (44 percent to 43 percent respectively) 
for the White House vote. However, Clinton’sentire 
12-point nationwide lead was the result of over 90 
percent Black support 

An anti-Republican Black vote, accounting for be- 
tween 18 percent to 50 percent of Clinton's total in 


strategic Electoral College states where the white 
vote was close, gave Clinton the presidency, That 
strategic advantage made it possible for Clinton to 
become President with the majority of votes in only 
his home state of Arkansas, less than a quarter of 
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those eligible to vote and only 39 percent of the white 
vote.

On November 5, 1991, Tillery as- 
tounded the city of Cincinnati by 
being elected mayor after serving 
only ten months on Cincinnati's city 
council.

Though 
some searched for the wizardry be- 
hind this monumental political 
upset, others could plainly see that 
the path to Mayor Tillery's victory 
was built on a foundation of caring, 
commitment, and determination. 

A practicing attorney, Mayor Til- 
lery received his Bachelor of Arts 
degree from the University of Cin- 
cinnati and his-Juris Doctorate de- 
gree from the University of 
Michigan. His professional career 
has included: Assistant City 
Solicitor for the City of Cincinnati, 
Senior Assistant Attorney General 
for the state of Ohio and Assistant 
professor of Business. Administra- 
tion of Miami University. He is cur- 
rently associated with the law firm 
of Waite, Schneider, Bayless and 
Chesley Co., L.P.A. He was recent- 
ly featured in Ebony Magazine 

Nate Smith will be the keynote 
speaker for the conference's 
February 10 breakfast.

. Started Community Products, Inc. in 


the inner city of Cleveland, Ohio in 
1969, using primarily female heads 
of households as machine 
operators. 

During the '60s, Smith became 
involved in the Civil Rights Move- 
ment, working with Hough Develop- 
ment Corporation to improve 
conditions in the Cleveland Neigh- 
borhoods, In 1969, Hough Develop- 
ment Corporation joined 
Community Products. Smith was 
chosen as General Manager and 
25%. owner. Large automobile 
manufacturers such as General 
Motors and Ford provided contracts 
for manufacturing rubber parts 

In. 1980, Community began to 
feel the effects of Japanese 
automobile manufacturers on the 
U.S, market. The company’s equip- 
ment needed upgrading, but the 
federal money that had seeded the 
business was no longer available. 
In addition, banks were not inclined 
to finance ‘minority enterprises 
which had high failure rates. 

Unable to meet their customers 
quality requirements, business 
began to suffer. Community 
Products lost its contract with 
General Motors in 1983 and shortly 
afterward, the doors were closed. 

The closing of Community 


Products did not stop Smith's urge ; 


to succeed as an entrepreneur. In 
1984, he heard that Unity Rubber 
was for sale in Geauga County. By 
the end of 1984, Smith was an 
entrepreneur again: Nate's new 
company had 11 part-time 
employees, outdated equipment in 
a 5,000 square-foot facility, and an- 
nual sales of $240,000 

His biggest asset Was the good- 
will of his former automotive cus- 
tomers, who were required to 
conduct a certain portion of busi-

ELEVATING THE GAME 


The History and Aesthetics of Black Men In Basketball: 


From the rise of teams like the 
Harlem Ren to the integration of the 
NBA‘to Michael Jordan's “empire of 
the air,” African Americans have 
transformed the. game of basket- 
ball» Nelson George writes in 
Elevating The Game: The History 
and Aesthetics of Black Menin Bas- 
ketball (Fireside Books/ A Simon 
and Schuster Trade Paperback; 
January 27, 1993; $11.) 

“Basketball has blended our self- 
image,” George writes, "Black male 
arrogance, intelligence, greed 
toughness, weakness and innova- 
tion are all displayed in this sport. 
Since the game's invention 100 
years ago Black players have been 
depicted as clowns, role models, 
and the game's very soul," he ex- 
plains. 


George, a journalist and author 
of six books on Black culture and 
music, traces the experience of 
Black men in basketball from the 
concrete inner-city courts through 
the underdocumented high school 
tournaments and Southern Black 
colleges cut out of the white- 
dominated collegiate athletic of- 
ganizations, and finally, to the Los 
Angeles Forum and other major 
arenas. 

He shows:how many Black 
educators in the years before 
desegregation saw basketball as a 
tool for organizing African American

higher learning~ institutions and 
building: pride. By the mid-sixties, 
much of that had changed as.the 
larger White universities and the 
National Basketball - Association 
made basketball glamorous with its 
television exposure and promise of 
millionaire contracts. 


The resulting integration of 
Blacks into the mainstream of the 
sport weakened the once hearty 
Black institutions, George claims, 
and also perpetuated a destructive 
mentality among its youth, leaving 
effects that still reverberate today. 

George looks at the careers of 
some of the greats from the Harlem 
Renaissance, the pioneering black- 
owned basketball team of the 
1920s, to the hard-fought succes- 
ses of Wilt Chamberlain, Earl Mon- 
roe, Bill Russell, and Chuck 
Cooper and the innovative winning 
coaching strategies of Coach John 
McLendon and H.B. Thompson. He 
also discusses what the game and 
its stars communicate about the 
place of Black men in this society, 
from the demeaning antics of the 
hypertalented Harlem Globetrotters 
tothe media-friendly salesmanship 
of Michael Jordan.

Vets Memorial program 
honors Black soldiers 


The bloodshed of millions of 
Black soldiers has led the way to 
America’s freedom. These soldiers 
have gone without recognition, Until 
now. 

As a part of Black History month, 
The Freedom Light celebration will 
be held at Veterans Memorial, 
Saturday, Feb. 20 from 9 a.m. to 4 
p.m. Admission is free and open to 
the public. Information about the 
event is available by calling 292- 
4459. 

One group of soldiers to be 
honored is the “Buffalo Soldiers" 
These Black soldiers received a 
monument in July of 1992.and were 
part of the Army's 9th and 10th 
Calvary regiments and protected 
the Western plains during the mid 
to lqte 1800s. . 

Legend hasit that the name "Buf- 
falo Soldiers" originated from the 
Kiowa, Cheyenne and Apache Na- 
tive Americans, who either thought 
the ‘soldiers’ hair resembled the 
buffalo's mane or their strength and 
stamina was comparable to the 
ferocity of the animal. The soldiers 
accepted the name with pride and 
included a buffalo on their regimen- 
tal crest 

"All black service- members, in- 
cluding Navy people, owe the Buf- 
falo. Soldiers.a debt of gratitude," 
said'Navy Cmdr. Carlton Philpot, an 
instructor at the Army Command 
and» General Staff College, KS 
"They were the first Blacks allowed 
to Woluntarily enlist during 
peacetime." 

"They were an experiment to 
prove whether blacks could or 
would fight, They paved the way for 
the’ ‘Triple Nickels’ (55th 
Paratrooper Regiment), the first all- 
Black paratrooper unit during World 
War'll; the Tuskegee Airmen, the 
first black aviators, the first black 


colonels, generals, first sergeants, 
and sergeants major," said Phil- 
phot. 

The Buffalo Soldiers were 
awarded 18 Medals of Honor be- 
tween 1866 and 1898, but received 
little or NO recognition in American 
history bogks. | 

Another honoree is Sojourner 
Truth, the famed Civil War heroine 
and abolitionist. Truth worked at 
Freedman's Village, an area estab- 
lished in 1865 where more than 
1,000 former slaves and their 
families lived and. learned survival 
skills 

The 612 acres of land that once 
comprised Freedman’s Village is 
now the Arlington National 
Cemetery in Virginia. The site ser- 
ves as burial grounds for more than 
200,00 veterans. 

Congressional Medal of Honor 
awardee Ron Rosser, Adjutant 
Gen. of Ohio-and Maj. Gen 
Richard Alexander will be attend- 
ing.

Dr. Wilburn Weddington is an As- 
sofiate to the Dean of the Ohio 
State College of Medicine, he was 
kind enough to let us interview him 
fomMentoring visions so we could 
shire his knowledge with students 
interested in becoming doctors, 
minority Students on campus who 
are interested in medicine will find 
a caring and knowledgeable friend 
and ally in Dr. Weddington as his 
comments will show. 

Regina; Is there an ideal pre- 
med major? If so, what? 

Dr. Weddington: The biological 
sciences and chemistry are probab- 
ly the best preparation for medical 
schools, However, a student does 
not have to major in these. We have 
students in Medical’ school now 
coming from a wide range of majors~ 
such as the Arts and political 
Science, those students who do not 
major in a science related area may 
have to spend an extra year as an 
undergraduate though, so they can 
get the science courses they need 

Regina: Besides concentrating 
onscience courses, are there other 
experiences which would help a 
student get-into- medical school? 


Interview with Dr. 


Dr. Weddington; Yes, extracur- 
ricular activities are important, We 
also look forleadership abilities, ex- 
perience in dealing with people, in- 
lerpersona) skills and an ability to 
communicate well, Students should 
also. haye some experence in 
patient care such as working in a 
hospital or with a doctor, being a 
candy striper or volunteering in an 
emergency room, This helps the 
student know if it is an area they 
really want to get into and it gives 
them models of doctors they may or 
may not want'to pattern themselves 
atter 

Regina: What does the admis- 
sion commitiee of a medical school 
fook for in making its decision? 

Or. Weddington: First, the stu- 
dent must be knowledgeable. They 
must have the necessary cognitive 
skills, They need to have shown 
that they are willing to work hard to 
excel in the sciences 

Second, interpersonal skills. The 
Student. needs to communicate well 
because as a doctor they will be an 
educator, Part of being a doctor is 
being able to convince patients to 
change their attitudes so that they 
will change their lifestyles. 

Third, the student must be a 
caring person who is willing to work 
long hours, The love of helping 


people needs to be,part of the 
reward they are looking for over 
financial reward. We have turned 
away lvy League students with 4.0 
GPAs who just wanted the money. 
if rat is the case the student should 
go into research, not be a doctor. 
Finally, the student needs to 
show an ability to accept failures. in 
medicine, You will realize human 
limitations. You will lose a few 
patients because you aren't God. a 
doctor needs to be able to shéd a 
tear and go on. A doctor must be 
able to recognize a failure and deal 
with it, preventing it if possible. 
Regina’ You have mentioned 
how important cognitive skills are 
Grades are seen as a measure of 
that, Ifa first year student gets really 
bad grades their first quarter does 
that mean they should forget about 
medical school? ’ 

“Dr. Weddington: Not at all. We 
realize some students come to col- 
lege ill prepared to do well because 
of their high school backgrounds. if 
a student does badly, but wants to 
be a‘ doctor they should hang in 
there. The first GPA is not doom 
What counts is how the student 
handles it, if the student gets tutors, 
seeks advice, insisis_on help and 
works extra hard, that is what 
counts. The student needs to work 


hard to be the best they can be 


student's overall GPA does not - 


have to be a 4.0, When they apply 
to medical school, but it's preferred 
that it be atleast a 3,0, especially in 
the sciences. 

Regina; Everyone has heard 
how expensive medical school is. Is 
there funding available for stu- 
dents? 

Dr. Weddington: Yes, there are 
scholarships of all types, some tar- 
geted especially for minority stu- 
dents, There are also scholarships 
tied to where the student wants to 
work or what field they wish to enter. 
for example, the tederal govern- 
ment is now offaringlange scholar- 
ships tor students interested in the 
field of primary care, There are also 
loans available. And again depend- 
ing on.where the student chooses 
to work after medical school, there 
part of the loan is forgiven for each 
year of work in a particular place or 
with a particular agency, 

Regina: How long does it take to 
become a full fledged doctor? 

Dr. Weddington: There are four 
years of medical school. Then the 
student-spends three to fours: in 
residency in their specially area 
how long the student serves as a 
resident depends on their area of 
specialty, The average is three

Medicaid costs 
overwhelming 
state budget 


Governor V. Voinovich held a 
press conference recently to high- 
light the cost of providing Medicaid 
in the state of Ohio. 

"Ohio has a Medicaid crisis that 
can no longer be ignored,” Gover- 
nor Voinovich said. "At the state 
level we must do all that we can to 
control the increasing costs of 
Medicaid and in Washington it is 
time for them to understand that we 
can no longer afford their unfunded 
mandates," Voinovich added. 

“The people in Washington have 
bankrupted the federal government 
and they are now in the process of 
bankrupting our states. | urge all 
Ohioans to write their.elected rep 
resentatives in Washington and tell 
them we aren't going to take it 
anymore,” Voinovich said 

Ohio Medicaid program has 
grown from $1,168.2 billion dollars 
in fiscal year 1982 to $3,939.4 bil 
lion in fiscal year 1992, an increase 
of $2.8 billion dollars. The growth 
represents an increase in 237%2 
percent during atime period when 
inflation in Ohio grew by 47.9 per- 
cent 

Governor Voinovich pointed out 

that in fiscal year 1982 Medicaid 
represented 19 percent of the GRF 
budget while Primary and Secon 
dary Education represented 25 per 
cent of the GRF budget. In. fiscal 
year 1992 Medicaid represented

"This is the largest gift a church 
has made to the College Fund 
sajd Gray. “It is rewarding to know 
Rey: Sanders and the members of 
Fauntain Baptist Church under- 
Stand the relationship between the 
African American church and the 
historically Black colleges and 
universities,” said Gray 

Most of the UNCF schools were 
founded by churches after the Civil 
War to provide education to the 
newly freed slaves. The growing

“That is why’ Fountain Baptist 
Church's gift is. so important. It 
helps to empower a whole new 
generation of youth,” Gray stated 

Tougaloo College, a UNCF 
school in Mississippi; was selected 
to receive Fountain Baptist 
Church's first instaliment, The 
church's gift will be matched by a 
$10,000 gift from the Andrew W- 
Mellon Foundation, and a $20,000 
gift from the Stewart Mott Founda- 
tion.

years after its founding, the con-

Profit or not, 
business is 
business is... 


The way we voters have abandoned our 
responsibility to oversee our government's 
fiscal operations. is unfortunately similar to 
the way consumers behave in the 
marketplace for goods and services. Often, 
the two groups are one and the same. So 
follow this argument, if you will 

Consumers, as a group, care little about 
whether the organizations from which they, 
obtain their goods and services actually 
achieve what they say they are in business 
to achieve. Consumers simply want their 
needs met 

lf meeting the need can be done 
profitably by the organization attempting 
such a feat, so be it, Whether the consumer 
buys in the first place, however, will often 
be dependent on all the stuff that busi- 
nesses talk a lot about today: customer 
satisfaction, competitive pricing, user- 
friendliness, quality/value-added service 

We all know of companies that went out 
of business before they could make a profit 
Consumers often have a strong interest in 
taking advantage of the misfortunes of fail- 
ing enterprises. Bargain-hunting is born of 
this interest r 

For publicly-held businesses whose 
mission is to profitably deliver a product or 
service, the people who are most con- 
cerned about whether that is done are 
employees, members of the management 
teams, boards of directors, and, ultimately, 
the investors in the enterprise 

Organizations that have a stake in the 
outcome include governments, suppliers, 
trade organizations, etc. More often than 
not, each behaves according to its interest 

Governments want entrepreneurs to be 
bold so that the former can collect the taxes 
from the latter: Trade organizations are 
developed to represent the interests of their 
members and many of them collect dues 
for doing so. Employees want to keep their 
jobs. Suppliers want to know there is a 
market for their commodities. Management 
teams know they will be held accountable 
by their board of directors. Boards of direc- 
tors know they will be held accountable by 
the shareholders and other board mem- 
bers. The latter can replace itself and 
whoever else doesn't,do the job 
Shareholders can help shut whole opera- 
tions down 

If a profit is generated with all interests 
being satisfied, then everybody gets to be 


out, If losses are generated, attempts are 
made to explain them or correct the course 
of decisions: that brought them-about. 

if tosses ‘continue, layoffs may be in 
order, Sometimes, permanent downsizing 
is put into place. Sometimes, reshuffling is 
done. Sometimes filing for reorganization 
under the courts is put in place. Sometimes, 
going out of business altogether is the only 
way to address the problems faced by the 
business 

The objectives for not-for-profit busi- 
nesses, like the U.S, government, are dif- 
ferent from those of their for-profit brethren 
Not-for-profit’ businesses are what | call 
“reinvestment-sensitive” organizations 
While many of them pull in surpluses, or 
“excess revenues,” that are greater than 
those of some of their for-profit counter- 
parts (exclude the U.S. government from 
that list), the ways in which those surpluses 
are to be distributed are decidedly different 

The ultimate beneficiaries of the 
Surpluses of a not-for-profit business are 
supposedly not its board of directors, not 
the administrative staff members as in- 
dividuals, not a body of shareholders, but 
the community of interests for which the 
ndt-for-profit business was conceived inthe 
first place. 

The United States government, | am 
convinced, has conducted its business with 
the’kind of fiscal irresponsibility that makes 
ita bad example not only for its youth, but 
also for developing countries who would 
look to it for guidance 

Let's not even talk about the government 
officials in the last several years who have 
fattened their pockets at the public's ex- 
pense. That list is a longone. Yet, it repre- 
sents the essence of what's been wrong 
with government for years now 

Voters, the only saviors of our political 
system, are both the consumers and the 
stakeholders, That's why our own respon- 
sibility for vigilance is so important. And why 
we may have to do more than watch these 
days 

| wish the new president of the United 
States well in-his endeavors to rein in the 
government's deficits. He's got a big busi- 
ness to run, one that has used up a lot of 
its reinvestment capital to fund the lifestyles 
of its rich and famous. What Clinton does

In what markéd the end of the last 
chapter of the greatest entrepreneurial 
success story in modern African 
American history, Reginald F. Lewis died 
in Manhattan late last month 

A Wall Street lawyer and financier 
Lewis became one of the nation's richest 
businessmen, black or white, in a little 
over 10 years. He was only 50 when he 
died of a cerebral hemorrhage that 
resulted from brain cancer. During his life, 
however, Lewis had amassed personal 
assets of $400 million 

Already a prominent takeover dealer 
based on his $23 million buyout of the 
McCall Pattern Company in 1983, Lewis 
$1 billion acquisition of the Beatrice Food 
companies led to the formation of his own 
company, TLC Beatrice International 


largest corfipany in the country run by a 
black person. TLC Is ranked as the 74th 
largest privately-owned company in the 
country with-1991- earnings of $1.54 bil 
lion 

An amalgam of companies operating 
primarily in Europe, TLC Beatrice made 
numerous consumable food products 
ranging from sausages to ice creams 
Lewis set the pace for blacks interested 
in business not only by the scope of his 
operations, bul also by what he did after 
striking it rich 

Starting three years ago, Lewis began 
donating millions to African American 
education, artistic and art institutions. He 


his alma mater, in addition to Howard 
University, Hampton University and 
scores of other schools and community 
outreach efforts

The International Cyelirig Union (UCI), 


~ gathered ‘for its Congress in Orlando, 


Florida, at the Walt Disney World Swan 
Resort recently. 

Over 80 countries.were represented 
by 189 delegates, who discussed the fu 
ture of the UCI and the sport of bicycle 
racing 

Among the most impartant resolutions 
of the Congress was the decision to 
merge the operations of the International 
Professional Cycling Federation (FICP) 
and the International Amateur Cycling 
Federation (FIAC) under the UCI 

Until now, the FIAC.and the FICP have 
been autonomous in their operations and 
management of their respective divisions 
of the UCI. At the Congress, the manage 
ment groups for these two bodies voted 
unanimously to incorporate new statutes 
which relegate the supreme authority to 
the UCI 

The final step will be taken when the 
FIAC and the FICP vote to dissolve their 
organizations in separate meetings this 
summer 

"This decision is historic for the sport 
of cycling," commented USCF Executive 
Director, Jerry Lace, "The merging of 
these two-qreups into one solidifies the 
voice of cycling internationally and puts 
us in better standing with the International 
Olympic Committee. It also clears, the 
channels for the future participation of 
professionals in the Olympic Games." 

The members of the UCI shall be the 
recognized national governing bodies in 
the respective countries. The voting 
delegates to the Cangress will consist of 
confederation representatives, desig- 
nated by those bodies 

Currently, there are five confedera- 
tions representing Africa, America, Asia, 
Europe, ard Oceania 

The size of the voting body will in- 
crease to 42, above its current level of 30 
members

Blacks in 
history 


Edmonia Lewis 
(1845-) 


Edmonia Lewis, the first Negro 
sculptress of note, was born in 
New York and attended Oberlin 
College in Ohio. 

Through the efforts of William 
Lioyd Garrison, who had heard of 
her ambition to study aft, she was 
introduced to a Boston sculptor, 
Brackett, who taught her the rud- 
iments of sculpture, Her first piece 
was a bust of John Brown. Her 
bust of Robert Gould Shaw, the 
famous colonel of the first Negro 
Civil War regiment, attracted the 
attention of the Story family of 
Boston, 

They not only helped to sell her 
work but also encouraged her to 
study in Italy. In Rome, where she 
worked directly in marble, Miss 
Lewis mastered the exacting tech- 
niques of sculpture. Her best 
works are portrait busts done in 
the classical style of the Romans, 
particularly those of Charles 
Sumner, John Brown, Abraham 
Lincoin, Henry Wadsworth 
Longfellow and William Story 

One of her important exhibi- 
tions was at the Philadelphia Cen- 
tennial in 1876,
